Prohibition to discharge harmful substances from ships in straits 
The flag State shall ensure that no ship ec einvered in its territory or flying 


its flag discharges in straits referred to in articles ... of this Convention, any 
harmful or toxic substances or mixtures containing such substances which such a ship has 
on board or is transporting, save when it is necessary to do so for the purpose of 
saving human life at sea. 

Measures to be taken in cases of serious danger of pollution 
le Coastal States may y beyond the limits of their territorial sea, take such 
measures a as may be necessary to prevent, mitigate or eliminate serious imminent

2, Measures taken by the coastal State in accordance with een 1 of this article 
shall be proportionate to the actual or threatened damage.
